pose  is  the  Dwarf  Blue  Gum  (Eucalyptus  Globulus  "Com- 
pacta').  Plant  at  least  two  rows  at  15-foot  center-to-center 
spacing  and  water  the  first  two  or  three  summers.  The  Blue 
Gum  grows  rapidly  with  an  extensive  root  system. 
However,  when  planted  near  a  well-watered  lawn  or 
garden,  it  will  only  establish  surface  roots  and  may  blow 
over  in  a  heavy  wind  storm.  Deep  watering  will  alleviate 
this  problem.

Public  Safety 
Proposal  Discussed 


Faced  with  mounting  dissatisfaction  because  of  increas- 
ing costs  and  lack  of  local  control,  the  Town  Council 
decided  to  explore  other  avenues  of  providing  police  and 
fire  services. 

Studies  directed  by  the  Town  Council  indicate  that 
because  of  uncontrolled  increasing  costs,  unsatisfactory 
response  times  to  police  calls,  and  excessive  running 
distances  for  fire  calls,  there  must  be  alternatives 
available  to  the  Town  residents  which  provide  greater  effi- 
ciency and  less  total  cost.  One  such  alternative  is  the  for- 
mation of  a  combined  police  and  fire  operation  known  as  a 
Department  of  Public  Safety. 

Emphasis  of  the  summary  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Safety  is  as  follows: 

•  quantity  of  service 

•  quality  of  service 

•  cost  of  service 

•  control  of  service 

Quantity  of  Service 

There  will  be  a  minimum  of  two  officers  on  patrol  duty, 
24  hours  per  day,  7  days  per  week.  There  will  be  two  fire 
stations  within  and  responsible  to  only  those  areas  that  are 
the  province  of  the  Town.  Two  stations  in  the  Town  limits 
improve  the  response  area  within  1  x/z  miles  to  60%  of  the 
Town  limits. 

There  will  be  9  officers  on  duty  available  to  respond  to 
emergency  calls.  There  will  be  2  pumpers  and  a  Rescue 
Squad  to  fight  any  fire  that  might  occur  in  the  Town. 

Medical  emergency  calls,  which  make  up  57%  of  all 
calls  in  the  Town,  will  be  handled  first  by  one  of  the 
qualified  officers  on  police  duty,  who  is  only  2-4  minutes 
from  any  home  in  Town.  Additional  assistance  will  come 
from  the  Rescue/Squad  and  the  Paramedics. 

Quality  of  Service 

Calls  for  police  assistance  which  now  require  a  total 
response  time  of  about  9-10  minutes  will  improve.  City 
police  normally  handle  calls  within  2-4  minutes.  Two  men 
on  continuous  patrol  will  reduce  response  time. 

The  number  of  personnel  assigned  to  fire  calls  is  equal 
to  the  number  presently  assigned,  however,  the  distance 
involved  in  travel  distance  and  time  consumed  is  greatly 
reduced. 

A  major  area  of  concern,  medical  emergency,  is  a  sub- 
ject of  great  improvement.  Rather  than  having  to  wait 
from  6  to  10  minutes,  depending  on  location  in  Town,  for 
fire  apparatus  to  arrive,  a  fully  trained  and  equipped  PSO 
on  patrol  duty  will  arrive  on  the  scene  within  2-4  minutes 
and  begin  emergency  life  Sewing  procedure,  assisted  Liter 


by  the  Rescue  unit  with  follow-up  by  a  Paramedic  Unit  for 
transportation  to  a  hospital  when  needed. 

Cost  of  Service. 

In  the  last  two  years,  costs  of  police  and  fire  protection 
have  increased  at  an  unnecessary  rate.  We  are  currently 
paying  $809,000  for  these  two  services.  The  Sheriff's  con- 
tract has  increased  72%  in  the  last  two  years  and  the  fire 
contract  has  increased  32%. 

The  Town's  proposed  budget  of  $802,000  shows  a  sav- 
ings over  current  costs  and  the  basis  for  future  savings. 
The  comparison  is  made  between  the  1981/82  Sheriff  and 
fire  district  costs  and  the  proposed  1982/83  DPS  costs. 
This  does  not  reflect  Sheriff  and  fire  cost  trends  which 
average  a  21%  annual  increase  for  the  last  six  years. 

It  is  anticipated  with  Town  control  that  the  cost  of  the 
local  Department  will  increase  only  through  increases 
granted  by  your  Council  for  salaries. 

Control  of  Services 

The  police  protection  provided  with  approval  of  the 
Town  Council  can  be  changed  only  by  your  Council  who 
are  accountable  to  the  voters  of  Los  Altos  Hills.  It  cannot 
be  reduced  without  the  voice  and  consent  of  residents  of 
the  Town. 

Fire  response  cannot  be  changed  without  prior  ap- 
proval of  our  local  elected  Council.  If  there  is  continuing 
growth  within  the  Town,  as  there  has  been  in  the  last  few 
years,  your  Council  may  decide  to  improve  or  upgrade  fire 
protection.  This  has  not  occurred  in  the  last  10  years  of  ac- 
celerated growth. 

At  the  present  time  both  the  police  and  fire  contract 
charges  are  based  upon  the  activities  determined  by  the 
police  and  fire  themselves.  The  Sheriff  and  the  Fire  Chief 
may  direct  that  their  officers  respond  to  and  charge  for 
every  call,  irrespective  of  the  type.  Under  these  contracts 
the  Town  has  no  recourse  except  to  pay  the  charges.

Westwind  Barn  Notes 

It  is  almost  five  years  since  Westwind  Barn  became 
operational  under  the  Friends  of  Westwind.  This  magnifi- 
cent stabling  facility  previously  known  as  Westwind 
Hungarian  Farm,  when  it  was  under  the  private  ownership 
of  Countess  Margit  Bessenyey,  was  acquired  by  the  Town 
in  1975  through  the  efforts  of  Town  Manager  Bob  Crowe 
and  the  City  Council.  It  has  blossomed  over  the  past  five 
years  and  become  one  of  the  leading  barns  on  the  Penin- 
sula providing  quality  horse  care  as  a  non-profit  co-op  and 
has  become  a  focal  point  of  the  community  through  Riding 
for  the  Handicapped. 

This  4-H  project  which  began  in  October  1978  serves 
physically  handicapped  children  in  San  Mateo  and  Santa 
Clara  counties.  The  hundreds  of  volunteers  who  have  par- 
ticipated and  continue  to  participate  have  experienced 
the  rewards  of  assisting.  The  many  riders  who  have  re- 
mained associated  since  the  program's  inception  attest  to 
its  value  and  the  worthwhile  service  it  provides.  Non- 
handicapped  youths  have  also  participated  in  the  4-H 
horse  projects  using  the  Barn  facilities.  Pre-school  groups, 


scouting  groups  and  sundry  other  youth  organizations 
periodically  visit  the  Barn  to  become  acquainted  with  its 
operation  and  the  various  aspects  of  horse  care. 

Since  1977,  after  the  initial  clean-up,  a  number  of  im- 
provements have  taken  place:  the  upgrading  of  the  upper 
arena  through  a  drainage  system  and  a  blue-rock  resur- 
facing, which  makes  it  possible  to  ride  within  24  hours  of  a 
rainstorm;  the  improved  appearance  of  the  area  brought 
about  by  landscaping  in  1981  when  over  200  shrubs  and 
trees  were  planted,  Ihe  painting  of  the  Barn's  exterior  in 
the  same  year;  the  improved  track  and  cross-country 
course  which  required  hours  of  backbreaking  clean-up 
and  tracloring;  the  rocent  upgrading  of  the  stalls  through 
the  purchase  of  rubber  mats.  Phase  2  of  the  landscaping 


plan  is  soon  to  be  implemented,  and  plans  are  under  way 
to  develop  the  lower  area  for  year-round  riding. 

Throughout,  the  Town  Council  has  been  totally  suppor- 
tive of  Westwind,  helping  in  all  aspects  of  the  im- 
provements and  aiding  in  the  building  of  the  4-stall 
Josephine  Duveneck  Bam  which  stables  the  horses  used  in 
the  handicapped  riding  program.  The  association  be- 
tween the  Friends  of  Westwind  and  the  Town  has  been  an 
example  of  what  can  be  accomplished  when  a  spirit  of 
good  will  and  cooperation  prevails.

Notes  from  the 
Pathway  Committee

your  own  house.  This  also  guarantees  that  the  job  will 
meet  with  your  approval.  In  addition  to  the  cleanup  proj- 
ect, a  new  trail  has  also  been  started  along  Stonebrook 
from  Prospect  to  the  Neary  Quarry.  Volunteers  for  path- 
ways projects  are  always  needed.  If  you  are  interested  in 
helping  out,  please  contact  the  Pathway  Committee. 

The  Pathway  Committee  also  needs  input  on  good  loca- 
tions for  path  sign  posts.  If  anyone  knows  of  an  especially 
hard-to-see  trail  that  needs  a  post,  please  contact  Mary 
Jackson  at  948-6886  or  call  Town  Hall. 

The  Town  will  be  placing  'No  Parking  on  the  Pathway' 
signs  along  well-used  roads.  A  particular  area  of  concern 
is  along  Purissima  Road  opposite  the  Little  League  Fields. 
This  is  an  extremely  dangerous  area  for  horses,  particular- 
ly during  baseball  season.  Please  remember  to  leave  room 
for  the  horses  on  the  pathway  side  of  the  road.

Los  Altos  Hills 
in  the  70s 


From  the  time  the  Town  incorporated  in  1956  until  the 
early  1970s  the  approach  of  the  Town  Government  toward 
capital  investment  in  public  facilities  (i.e.  streets,  storm- 
drains,  open  space  etc.)  was  one  of  benign  neglect. 

At  this  point  it  was  realized  the  Town's  facilities  had 
deteriorated  substantially,  and  a  program  was  developed 
to  reinvest  capital  in  much  needed  public  improvements. 
This  investment  in  capital  can  be  broken  into  five  broad 
categories:  Public  Works,  Parks  and  Open  Space,  Recrea- 
tion, Public  Facilities  and  Planning. 

Public  Works 

Streets 

The  nickname  for  the  Town  had  become  pot  hole  city'  by 
the  early  1970s;  therefore  a  major  effort  was  directed 
toward  street  improvements.  Since  1974  over  50  percent 
of  the  Town's  streets  have  been  rebuilt  and  repaved. 


Storm  Drains 

The  1969  storm  drainage  deficiency  report  listed  52  proj- 
ects that  needed  immediate  attention.  Beginning  in  1974 
these  problem  areas  were  rectified  along  with  several 
•ther  localized  problems  in  conjunction  with  street  im- 
>rovements.  Additionally,  the  two  bridges  that  con- 
tained Matadero  Creek  and  caused  flooding  were 
replaced. 

Sewers 

All  of  the  Town  was  at  one  time  on  septic  tanks.  However, 
because  many  residents  had  inadequate  drainage,  peti- 
tions were  filed  with  the  Town  requeshnq  the  Installation 
i  >f  sewers.  As  a  result  .thout  one  h.ill  of  the  Town  now  hafl 


access  to  sewers  and  nearly  1,000  homes  are  connected. 

Parks  and  Open  Space 

Up  until  the  early  1970s  it  was  generally  felt  the  Town 
had  sufficient  open  areas  incorporated  into  private  or- 
chards; however,  with  the  increasing  demand  for  housing, 
the  orchards  began  to  disappear.  As  a  result  an  emphasis 
was  placed  on  preserving  open  space  and  a  program  was 
developed.  Since  the  early  1970s  several  million  dollars 
(about  170  acres)  worth  of  property  have  been  acquired 
by  the  Town  as  gifts  and  partial  gifts.  Some  of  the  major 
parcels  are: 

Byrne  Preserve 

Westwind  Farm 

Moody  Road  (Bellucci) 

Dawson  Drive  (John  Dawson) 

O'Keefe  Lane 

Anza  Park 

In  addition,  through  the  use  of  conservation  easements, 

another  150  acres  have  been  preserved. 

Recreation 

Baseball/Soccer  Fields 

Through  the  cooperation  of  hundreds  of  residents  and  the 
Town,  10  acres  of  property  was  purchased  from  the  Palo 
Alto  Unified  School  District  and  three  of  the  finest  Little 
League  Fields  in  the  area  were  built.  Later  when  more 
land  was  acquired  a  fourth  field  was  built  by  the  Town  in 
conjunction  with  a  project  to  rebuild  the  fields  and  add  a 
soccer  capability. 

Riding  Facilities 

The  Town  is  unequaled  in  its  quality  and  quantity  of 
riding-related  facilities.  The  Town  has  built  and  maintains 
about  40  miles  of  pathways  with  a  wide  diversity  of  trail 
types  from  the  improved  path  along  many  of  our  streets  to 
the  wilderness  paths  through  open  areas  In  conjunction 
with  the  Horsemen's  Association  a  riding  ring,  open  to  the 
public,  was  built  adjacent  to  the  Little  League  Fields  and 
is  jointly  maintained  by  the  Asaociatii  in  and  the  Town  In 
1975  the  Town  received  as  a  gift  I  >ey,

the  finest  equestrian  facility  in  the  area,  Westwind  Farm. 
Westwind  is  owned  by  the  Town  and  leased  to  a  non-profit 
corporation  of  Town  residents  that  operates  it  as  a  stable 
and  offers  numerous  training  programs.  The  Friends  of 
Westwind  maintain  and  improve  the  facility  through  fees 
collected,  fundraising  programs,  and  donations.  In  con- 
junction with  the  Friends,  a  4-H  Riding  Program  for  Han- 
dicapped Children  was  developed  and  is  now  probably 
the  best  program  of  its  kind  in  the  country. 

Public  Facilities 

The  Town  Hall,  which  was  built  in  1956  by  Town 
volunteers  and  donations,  was  remodeled  to  provide  need- 
ed office,  working,  storage  and  meeting  areas.  This  was 
accomplished  by  utilizing  the  existing  structure  and 
remodeling  the  interior.  At  the  same  time  the  Council 
Chambers  were  built  to  provide  for  more  community  ac- 
tivities and  participation.  In  addition  to  the  City  Council, 
Planning  Commission,  Committees  and  Historical  Society, 
many  other  community  groups  use  the  facility. 

In  order  to  accomplish  our  goal  of  improving  and  main- 
taining the  Town's  investment  in  public  works  at  a 
reasonable  price,  it  became  necessary  to  acquire  some 
labor-saving  equipment.  In  conjunction  with  that  a  multi- 
purpose municipal  maintenance  facility  was  built  by  the 
Town  (at  less  than  $12  per  square  foot)  to  house  men, 
equipment  and  store  Little  League  equipment. 

Planning 

During  this  period  a  new  General  Plan  was  developed  and 
adopted  which  provided  the  basis  for  maintaining  the 
open  space  community  we  have.  This  plan  includes 
features  not  generally  contained  in  other  community  plans 
such  as  the  emphasis  on  protecting  creeks,  scenic  and 
wooded  areas  through  the  use  of  conservation  easements 
and  the  seismic  element  under  which  the  entire  Town  was 
studied  and  mapped  for  fault  lines.  The  General  Plan  is 


presently  being  revised  by  the  Planning  Commission,  and 
hearings  will  be  set  later  this  year. 

Planning  is  more  than  just  the  General  Plan  and  its  various 
elements;  it  is  also  planning  for  the  financial  solvency  of 
the  municipal  goverment.  Since  the  early  1970s  when  the 
Town  had  virtually  no  financial  reserves,  the  approach  has 
been  to  develop  a  financially  secure  organization  with  the 
ability  to  respond  to  emergencies  and  to  change  as  need- 
ed for  the  long  term  well  being  of  the  Town.  Because  of 
astronomical  increases  in  the  cost  of  sheriff  services,  the 
Town  has  been  looking  at  alternatives  in  providing  police 
services.  At  the  same  time  it  was  found,  through  the  Fire 
District,  that  we  are  effectively  subsidizing  the  City  of  Los 
Altos.  Although  the  Fire  District  is  a  separate  entity,  it 
was  felt  police  and  fire  should  be  studied  together  as  they 
provide  similar  and  overlapping  services  -  that  of  protec- 
ting life  and  property.  While  the  approach  and  study  ap- 
pear to  be  appropriate  for  the  long-term  solution  of  the 
Town's  needs,  all  the  iniormation  has  as  yet  not  been  fully 
understood  by  many  individuals. 


Bids  To  Be  Accepted 
For  Matadero  Creek 

The  Matadero  Creek  property,  acquired  by  the  Town 
from  the  Palo  Alto  Unified  School  District,  is  well  on  its 
way  to  becoming  Los  Altos  Hills'  newest  residential 
neighborhood.  Utilities  are  in  the  final  stages  of  installa- 
tion, twenty  lots  have  been  designated,  and  bids  on  the 
lots  will  be  received  and  opened  on  April  21  at  7:30  p.m. 
in  the  Council  Chambers. 

Matadero  Creek's  lots  range  in  size  from  1.6  to  5.2 
acres.  Minimum  bids  run  from  $200,000  to  $320,000. 
Terms  will  be  25%  down,  with  the  balance  carried  at  14% 
interest  for  three  years. 

Any  financial  gain  the  Town  makes  in  selling  these 
properties  will  remain  in  the  revenue  fund  to  acquire  addi- 
tional open  space.
